Applicant's arguments are deemed not persuasive. 

Briefly, in response to Applicant's arguments regarding "ohmic contact", Examiner disagrees that ohmic contacts are inherent in a passive 
matrix memory, merely because word lines and bit lines are in contact with memory cells at all times; instead, the contacts may be non- 
ohmic. Therefore, in the absence of an adequate support for ohmic contacts in the original disclosure, the recitation of "ohmic contact" is 
deemed a new matter. 

In response to other arguments, it is noted, again briefly, that Kuroda does disclose a passive matrix memory with segmented word lines, 
and Clemons was cited as a secondary reference that discloses a means for simultaneously sensing all the bit lines in a word line 
segment. Therefore, when Kuroda and Clemons are combined for the advantages and the motivations cited in the Final Office Action, the 
combination then discloses a passive matrix memory as claimed.
